Parking problems continue to 
arise at Umass Lowell despite 
attempts by the University to 
solve capacity issues once and 
for all. 

On South campus, both resi¬ 
dents and commuters are 
allowed to park in the Riverview 
Lot, which is not gated and is 
viable for overnight parking. 
Spaces on Solomont Way are 
reserved for handicapped stu¬ 
dents and visitors to the 
Admissions Office. 

On North, the capacity of the 
lot between Standish and 
Plymouth streets has nearly 
tripled, now' housing 89 spaces, 
but is gated to restrict parking to 
faculty and staff. In addition, 
new lighting has been added. 

Also on Standish St. is a small 
lot for Eames and Smith Hall 
residents, which has a separate 
gated entrance. 

However, parking on either 
side of University Ave. on North 
Campus is no longer allowed. 
Traffic and pedestrian safety has 
always been an issue on this 
particular street, and students are 
warned that parking violations 
on this street are monitored by 

Binge drinking

Most college students drink 
too much and admit to it 
according to an eight-year study 
conducted by researchers at 
Harvard University’s School of 
Public Health. 

Responses came from over 
14,000 students from approxi¬ 
mately 120 colleges. The under¬ 
graduate students who were sur¬ 
veyed estimated that 35 percent 
of their fellow students were 
binge drinkers. The results, 
however, proved that 44 percent 
of the students acknowledged 
that they binge drink, or drink 
solely to get drunk. 

Researchers estimate that this 
number could be much larger in 
reality due to some students not 
“fessing up.” 

Binge drinking is defined by 
researchers as having five con¬ 
secutive drinks for males and 
four for females. The average

UMass Lowell has recognized 
the problem of binge drinking 
among college students and has 
taken initiatives to combat the 
problem. 

Two years ago UMass offi¬ 
cials signed a pact with 24 
Massachusetts universities 
which encourages faculty to 
identify students with alcohol 
problems and encourage inter¬ 
vention, prohibits commercail 
alcohol delivery to first year 
student residence halls, imposes 
university sanctions for manu¬ 
facturing, sale, and distribution 
of false IDs, and controls the 
sale of alcohol at athletic 
events.

Under a groundbreaking 
agreement signed on Aug. 9, the 
University of Massachusetts and 
the U.S. Army Soldier and 
Biological Chemical 
Command's Natick Soldier 
Center, known locally as the 
Natick L^bs, will work together 
to research, develop, and com¬ 
mercialize protective clothing, 
equipment, and integrated pro¬ 
tective systems, as well as food- 
related technologies and prod¬ 
ucts. These products and tech¬ 
nologies will be developed for 
use by the nation’s armed forces 
and astronauts and by those 
employed in civilian high-risk 
occupations, including police, 
firefighters, and hazardous 
material workers. 

The cooperative agreement 
will be coordinated through the 
Natick Soldier Center’s 


Commuter Services, assured the 
Connector that the incidents 
caused by the Spinners games 
were unexpected and temporary. 

Normally, the Spinners season 
does not run over into the school 
year, but this year was an excep¬ 
tion as the Spinners were in the 
play-offs. 

In addition to the increased 
traffic on bordering streets, the 
already hectic task of moving in 
was especially difficult.

Services, reportedly spent some 
time helping with the directing 
of traffic entering Fox lot.

MRT passes the torch 
of artistic director

Recently Carol Duncan, 
President of the Board of 
Trustees for the Merrimack 
Repertory Theatre (M.R.T.)
